by the Sierra club of a memorial 
lodge in San Antonio canyon ded- 
icated to the memory of Miss 
Aurelia Harwood, until her death 
one of Upland’'s best known resi- 
dents and a prominent member of 


| the Sierra club, 


The Sierra club was organized in 
1892, its first president being John 
Muir, great mountaineer, scientist, 
author and leader in the national 
park movement. 

While the social, or pleasure 
features of the club are stressed 
in frequent mountain trips, sum- 
outings and winter sports, 
this phase of the club’s activities 
is by no means paramount, the sev- 
eral purposes of the Sierra club 
being well expressed in a para- 
graph from its constitution: “To 
explore, enjoy and render access- 
ible the mountain regions of the 
Pacific coast; to publish authen~- 
tic information regarding them; 
to enlist the support and coopera- 
tion of the people and the govern- 
ment in preserving the forests and 
other natural features of the Sierra 
Nevada.” 

The club has given support to 
movements establishing national 
parks, urging legislation to pro- 
tect natural scenic assets, resisting 
encroachments on national parks, 
and in cooperation with the Save- 
the-Redwoods League, seeking to 
preserve a fair stand of California 
redwoods. 

The wonderful John Muir trail 
is a product of the club’s activities 
and the organization is now 
of 
Sequoia National park to include 


ithe headwaters of the Kern, Ka- 


weah and Kings rivers. The club 
numbers more than 2,500 mem- 
bers, prominent public-spirited cit- 
izens of California and all parts 
of the world. 

Miss Harwood, the first and only 
woman to hold the office of presi- 
dent of the Sierra club, was one 
of its staunchest friends and con- 
tributed liberally of both time and 
money to its work. She was par- 
ticularly fond of the mountains 
near Upland and it seems fitting 
that the splendid memorial, the 
kind she would have most enjoyed, 


should be erected in her own 
mountains, so near her home in 
Upland. 


Miss Harwood was known and 
loved by practically everyone in 
Upland, her kindness and gener- 
osity, her splendid leadership and 
untiring efforts in behalf of many 
;worthy enterprises having en- 
deared her to all who knew her.
